Board strongly emphasizes the dangers which the MANUFACTURERS’ Recorp has

It is a 
tendency represented in the $10,000,000 given by Carnegie for scientific research 
and the $10,000,000 given by him for pensions to teachers. Here are $30,000,000 
probably to be followed by many millions more, controlled by small groups of 
theorists more or less intimate, the more militant of whom aim apparently to 
become the clearing-house for the educational activities of this country If a 
small group of capitalists could contro] the entire railroad interests, all the coal 
und iron mines and al] the oil and the timber of the country, their power for ill 
would not be near so great as would the working out of the possibilities lving i 
the building up of what is known as the Ogden Movement, for the one could not 
destroy manhood, while the other can destroy by false teachings and false educa 
tional methods the manhood, the self-reliance, the ethical possibilities of all 
future generations. Any body of men controlling directly or indirectly the abso 
lute disposal of the income of $30,000,000 or more and authorized to decide how 
when, upon whom and upon what in education that income should be expended 
is in a position to determine what kind of schools, colleges and universities shall 
be permitted to exist, what kind of individuals shall teach, what books shall be 


used and what shall be taught in them. That power, threatening the inte!ectua! 
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integrity of coming generations in this country, is too great for any body of men, 
however honest their motives or lofty their purpose, to be allowed to possess 
without persistent and vigorous opposition. This is especially true if, as is the 
case with the particular General Education Board, the body is regarded as far 
astray as to essentials in education. The power given it by its control of vast 
sums of money cannot be taken away from it. But common sense and patriotism 
can counteract the effects of that power. It is for the men of the present gen- 
eration to work to that end. 

“If there is in the present economic development any unsoundness which 
must be corrected before it may become chronic, if economic manifestations are 
the result of a fevered state of the body economic, which requires prompt and 
scientific treatment, the human mind must be freed and kept free, frém the 
moment it begins to feel educational stimulus to the time when ripely developed 
it may contribute to the right solution of pressing economic problems, of all 
influences, immediate or remote, likely to give it the wrong bias and to prevent 
it from viewing facts, either with a prejudice for or unreasoning passion against. 

“In the nature of things such mental freedom promises to be a thing of 
naught in the face of an inclination on the part of self-evolved educational hier- 
archs to form a close corporation for the ultimate control of all the educational 
energies of the country and for the administration to that end of vast sums of 
money thrown into the pool by men who, burdened with wealth, feel that it is a 
disgrace to die rich, and are, therefore, eager to find some plausible scheme 
through which to give their millions.” [The charter details are not reproduced 
here. ] 

“No Act of Congress could confer upon a body of citizens greater opportunity 
for the exercise of immeasurable power over their fellows. The Act incorpo- 
rating the General Education Board placed it in a position to dominate, under 
certain conditions, the educational machinery, and, consequently, the educa- 
tional ideas of the country, and no tyranny, whether of individual or of a group 
of individuals, could possibly desire a better instrumentality. One of the condi- 
tions is to be created through a co-ordination of educational activities. This has 
been attempted from the start by the movement incorporated in the General 
Education Board. Discussing more than two years ago the plans of that board, 
of its associate, the Southern Education Board, and the paternity of both of them, 
the Conference for Education in the South, President Robert C. Ogden wrote: 

“A hundred millions could be used, and a hundred millions will be used before the 
work is thoroughly done. It is planned, with the association of these two boards, for 
the promotion of the idea of education and for the handling of money, to create a com- 
munity of interest, a clearing-house—the work of the, Peabody Board, the work of the 
Slater Board, the work of the Southern Education Board and the work of the last board, 
which is called the Board of General Education Fund—and thus to concentrate the 
highest intelligence, the result of the best experience and all economies in such a way 
as to prevent duplication of this work and to insure the best application of money. 

“Insurance of this community of interest was sought in an overlapping of the 
membership of the four boards, and its extension and widening was suggested 
in the representation among those involved in this community of interest of 
trusteeship of the $10,000,000 Carnegie Institution for promotion of research, 
which now has its complement in the Carnegie $10,000,000 endowment of super- 
annuated college professors. 

“In this aggregation, ranging in its activities from the primary grades of the 
common-school system to the institution of highest education and representing 
at this instant more than $30,006,000, may be traced the outlines of a possible 
combination of vast sums of money to be used in such a way, under educational 
auspices, as to thwart the very purposes of proper education. 

“The dominant element in this would-be trust can lay not the least claim to 
the title of educator as that word is conventionally used. But handling their 
own money or the money of individuals who have been let into the beauties of 
their scheme, they are becoming powerful factors in an education of the rising 
generation in confusion of the verities of life, in personal incapacity and in 
intellectual pauperism. Their professional associates are principally individuals 
given exaggerated importance as agents of publicity for any movement appeal- 
ing to them or educators whose fame rests fundamentally upon their ability to 
persuade billionairism to part with its trifles for education, but who are able to 
show few substantial benefits of such persuasion, judging from their unremit- 
ting call for greater benefactions. The advertisement the funds derived by them 
has given institutions of learning has not been the advertisement that brings 
desirable material results for the institutions and their students. Its text has 
ever boon ‘more yet.’ 

“But their propaganda, carried on for many years upon semi-independent but 
similar lines, is now being concentrated, and its end, if unchecked, is fore- 
shadowed in effects already manifest. 

“Healthy public opinion against the propaganda cannot be developed too 
rapidly.” 

Since that was written several things have happened. 

$32,000,000 at one clip have been added to this educational trust fund. 

Announcement has been made that the General Education Board and the 
Carnegie Pension Board have reached an informal agreement to co-operate. 

Attempt has been made to bind colleges to an agreement that if they receive 
funds from the General Education Board representatives of that Board should 
have the right to inspect the books, accounts and securities of the colleges, which 
is virtually an agreement to mortgage the souls of the colleges to the trust. 

Financial co-operation with the National Department of Agriculture in the 
education of farmers has been essayed. 

Efforts to stampede the country into support of a false and dangerous theory 
as to education of the negro have failed. 

The MANUFACTURERS’ Recorp led in a successful fight against the stampede, 
which involved a dragging from its grave of the horrid corpse of Blairism. But 
the effort will be renewed, if it be possible to drug the public mind and con- 
science of the country by means of the use of these vast gifts. The MANUFAC- 
TuRERS’ Recorp is informed unoffictally, but it is believed reliably, that the 
attempt to demand the right to examine the books and financial accounts of 
colleges is no longer made since our revelation of such a requirement. That, 
too, may be regartied as a policy only in abeyance. 
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We believe that enthusiasm over the “co-operative agricultural experiments” - 
under the auspices of the National Department of Agriculture, financed by this 
educational trust, will be likely to get into abeyance when the statement from 
the New York Sun credited to Chairman Frederick T. Gates is considered in all 
its significance by the proper authorities at Washington and by the mass of 
people of the Southern States. 

The work has hardly been attempted long enough to involve any great num- 
ber, either of bankers or farmers. As it is, outside the Board itself, only a com- 
paratively small number of American people, and they principally dollar-chasers, 
recognize anything of omnipotence in the General Education Board, in spite of 





its $43,000,000 stake. 


There is a gentle hint of death which is to come to many colleges as the 


result of the working out of this plan. 


In plain English, it may be expressed 


that it means that any college maintaining its virtue against the subtle but 


powerful temptation of these millions will have to go to the wall. 


This threat 


is the same in spirit as the one made to the South in 1902, when Ogdenism got 
its fingers on its first million dollars, that opponents would either “have to get 
out of the way of the steam road roller or be crushed beneath it.” 

What are the American people going to do in the face of this menace?

ELECTRICITY ON STEAM RAIL- 
ROADS. 


Step by step the introduction of elec- 
tricity into railroad service to perform 
certain kinds of work hitherto done by 
steam is being accomplished, with the 
prospect that the next few years will 
witness its advancement in a much 
greater ratio than is now apparent. 

Several months ago the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co. began operating one of its 
Atlantic City lines with electric trains, 
and still later the New York Central 
started the operation of suburban 
service out of New York city with elec- 
tric engines. Now the Pennsylvania 
shows signs of following in the path 
of the latter, as it contemplates, aecord- 
ing to a report from Philadelphia, ‘of 
equipping one or two of its suburban 
divisions out of that city with electric 
trains, probably like those in use be- 
tween Camden and the seashore. 

These developments at New York and 
Philadelphia are indicative of what the 
future has in store for steam railroads 
in certain localities of the South, dis- 
tricts having a large population and 
demanding frequent train _ service. 
Thus it is likely that in a few years 
conditions prevailing about such cen- 
ters as Baltimore, Washington, Atlanta, 
Birmingham and New Orleans will de- 
mand that the steam railroads serving 
them shall adopt electric trains to per- 
form the fast and frequent service 
necessary in suburban passenger busi- 
Cleanliness is one of the chief 
characteristics of electric service which 
has recommended it not only to the 
transportation companies, but to the 
public, and it has had its effect in 
hastening the movement to dispense 
with steam locomotives around termi- 
nals as much as possible. 


ness. 


The introduction of electric service 
upon steam roads in the South will 
perhaps be hastened there, as it has 
doubtless been in other sections, by the 
activity of street railways in extending 
their service into country districts sur- 
rounding cities, thus robbing steam 
lines of much suburban business. In 
some places this loss of business has 
been so great as to cause steam roads 
to close stations, patronage at those 
points having been practically all di- 
rected to the electric street cars. Not 
only are the street railways pushing 
for such traffic, but the “interurbans” 
are growing more and more frequent, 
and their progress will be wonderfully 
hastened by the utilization of water- 
powers, so many of which are now un- 
der development in the central South. 

While the future is expected to bring 
about a gradual application of elec- 
tricity to railroad service, dispensing 
entirely with steam, such a result must 
necessarily take many years to accom- 
plich on account of the magnitude of 
the development. Wherever possible 








electricity for such general railroad 
work will be generated by the use of 
water-power, but in localities where 
sufficient water-power is not at hand 
steam power-houses will be established. 
Yet it will be a long, long time before 
the world sees the last of the steam lo- 
comotive, which has served so well ever 
since its application to railroad trans- 
portation. 





BUILDING UP SOUTHERN TOWNS. 
Mr. T. G. Pool, cashier of the Bank 

of Virgilina, Virgilina, Va., in a letter 

to the MANUFACTURERS’ REcorRD, says: 

This little town is in want of some good 
enterprise .along the line of manufacturing. 
Can you tell us how to find any such people 
wanting to locate in this section? Labor is 
cheap here and plenty of it, both colored and 
white and also both men and women. To 
get some such people interested I would get 
the ground donated and also some stock 
taken by home people. We are well located 
for health and railroad facilities, being 
located on the Southern Railway, and we 
also have considerable timber throughout 
this section. I would thank you to tell me 
how to get someone interested. Thanking 
you in advance, and enjoying reading your 
journal so much, I am. 

Mr. Pool voices the feeling in hun- 
dreds of towns throughout the South. 
A great many of the smaller places in 
this section have not yet caught the 
spirit of development, or, rather, have 
not yet been able to realize in any tan- 
gible way, though the spirit itself may 
have been awakened. We give space to 
Mr. Pool’s letter not only in the hope 
that it may bring him in correspondence 
with people who may take an interest 
in the suggestions he makes, but that 
it may be the means of drawing forth 
correspondence from other towns in the 
South which are seeking ways and 
means for material upbuilding. There 
are many places throughout the South 
where the money could be had, but 
where the knowledge of what to do and 
how to do it is lacking. There is dan- 
ger that in many of these places enter- 
prises not suited to the locality. will be 
established. There is danger, also, that 
promoters of fake schemes may be able 
to tempt the people into unwise under- 
takings. It is difficult to know just 
where to draw the line and how the 
active spirits of a town of this charac- 
ter shall be able to bring to material- 
ization their ambitions for their com- 
munities. Increasing wealth in the 
smaller communities, as well as in the 
larger ones of the South, is making 
possible the raising of capital for hun- 
dreds of new enterprises, but hundreds, 
yes, thousands of people throughout the 
South are, like Mr. Pool, uncertain as 
to what line of manufacturing they 
should undertake to establish, how to 
find the people who are familiar with 
such undertakings, and people with 
whom the local investor can safely 
place his money. At this time, when 
there is such a pressing demand for 
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labor in the larger centers, there are 
many smaller places, like Virgilina, 
where, as stated by Mr. Pool, “labor is 
cheap bere and plenty of it, both col- 
ored and white, and also men and 
women.” 

The MANUFACTURERS’ REcorD invites 
correspondence from all towns in the 
South which are in the condition indi- 
cated of Virgilina, and it likewise in- 
vites a discussion of this broad ques- 
tion from people of all classes and all 
sections: How shall the accumulating 
wealth of the smaller towns be utilized 
to the best advantage of the community, 
what enterprises can be most profitably 
undertaken, and how shall the money 
which is now idle find profitable em- 
ployment at home rather than be 
drawn away for wild speculation in 
mining securities in places thousands 
of miles distant? Letters from South- 
ern communities on these points or 
from correspondents who have anything 
of interest to suggest will be welcome, 
and, as has always been the case with 
the MANUFACTURERS’ RecorbD, regardless 
of whether the towns or the readers are 
advertisers in this paper, or even are 
subscribers to it.

had once before won out. The winning 
of this victory will command wide at- 
tention throughout the agricultural 
world, for it will give to many thou- 
sands a realization which they have 
never had of the possibilities of diver- 
sified farming in the South. In writ- 
ing about this corn-growing contest, 
Dr. P. H. Mell, president of Clemson 
Agricultural College, Clemson College, 
S. C., in a letter to the editor of the 
MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD, Says:

I am very much gratified to state to you 
that in the recent contest for the largest 
yield of corn on an acre in the United States 
a graduate of this college, Mr. A. J. Tindall 
of Clarendon county, won the first prize. 
Mr. Tindall raised 182 bushels of corn on an 
acre of land, and was thereby awarded the 


first prize of $500 from the American Contest | 


and also the first prize offered by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State given as an addi- 
tional inducement for the people of this 
State to go into the contest. 

I know that you will appreciate this infor- 
mation from the fact that you have always 
been such a warm supporter of agricultural 
and mechanical education, and I desire, 
therefore, to send you this letter emphasizing 
the position I have taken in your journal 
that an educated man these days must know 
a great deal about the practical side of life. 
Mr. Tindall was graduated from this college 
in 1896. He was a member of the first class 
sent out by the Clemson Agricultural Col- 
lege, and the result of his work shows, there- 
fore, the importance of thorough preparation 
in the sciences relating to agriculture. 

With expressions of hope that you will 
continue to succeed in the laudable work that 
you have entered upon in helping to further 
industrial education, I remain, etc. 


Any training that unfits a man for 
the practicalities of life is miseduca- 
tion. It may fit him for eminent suc- 
cess on some special line and still leave 
him a one-sided being unable to use to 
the best ends all his faculties. The 
training that enables him to employ 
fully all his powers is the real educa- 


tion. Many a man raised in the coun- 
try is able to raise 25 or 30 bushels of 


corn to the acre without having any 
training beyond the practical experi- 
ence in the field. The average yield per 
acre in the whole country last year was 
but 30.3 bushels, the highest average 
having been 42.6 bushels, in Ohio, and 
the lowest 11 bushels, in Florida. The 
average in South Carolina was 12.2 


bushels. When, therefore, a South 
Carolinian can show a record of 182 
bushels on one acre it is evident that in 
his case something has been added to 
the average corn-raising practice. He 
has undoubtedly been able to avail him- 
self of something not at the command 
of the farmers raising 12 or 15 bushels. 
He has set a mark which excep- 
tional, perhaps, but, nevertheless, proof 
positive that more than 12 or 15 bush- 
els of corn to the acre can be raised in 
South Carolina, and his demonstration 
should be an incentive to many others 
to learn his secret and to apply it. The 
secret is revealed in the fact that he 
enjoyed the benefits of a course at 
Clemson Agricultural College, where he 
learned what science might accomplish 
in farming. There he must have 
learned that scientific agriculture does 
not mean theorizing by bookmen, but is

the common-sense application of the re- 
sults of experiments with the elements 
entering into plant life and growth and 


of wide experience in dealing with 
them. His success in agriculture is the 


equal privilege of others scientifically 
trained, as he was, and is applicable

Rockefeller and against the Standard Oil 
is based on this fundamentally wrong view 
that an advance in crude oil, which is from 
time to time reported in the daily papers, 
is to the benefit of the Standard or of any 
other of the refining companies. That ad- 
vance goes to the producer, and there are 
a good many thousands of people inter- 
ested in the producing of oil and the own- 
ership of oil wells whe are rejoicing that 
they are able to force the Standard Com- 
pany to bid a higher price by virtue of the 
increasing demand for oil.

Mr. Henry Clark Sergeant. 


Mr. Henry Clark Sergeant of the Inger- 
soll-Sergeant Drill Co.. now merged into 
the Ingersoll-Rand Company, died at his 
home, Westfield, N. J., January 30, in his 
seventy-second year. He was a well-known 
and highly suecessfull inventor in many 
varied lines, but particularly in the line of 
rock drills, air compresors and mining and 
excavating machinery, his active life having 
been coincident with the period of develop- 
went of modern apparatus now so widely 
used. 

Mr. Sergeant was born in Rochester, 
N. Y., but his earlier years were spent in 
Ohio, where he obtained only a common 
school education and was working in a ma- 
chine shop at an early age. Here he saw 
the undeveloped possibilities of systematic 
manufacture by aid of special machinery, 
and, his first practical application of his 
theories was the invention of special ma- 
chinery to make spokes, hubs and felloes 
of wagon wheels, and at the age of 18 he 
accepted contracts to make these in quan- 
tities. So successful was this undertaking 
that he was taken into partnership by a 
firm manufacturing wagon wheels. His 
first United States patent, issued to him 
at the age of 19, was for a boiler feed; 
this was followed in 1858 by a steam- 
engine governor for marine engines, which 
was subsequently adopted by the Govern- 
ment for war vessels of that period. Then 
followed a number of patents, including 
gas regulators, steam pumps, four for 
steam boilers, five for brick machines, flut- 
ing machine and six for water meters. 
Soon after 1867 he established a shop of 
his own in New York, building a wide 
variety of machines and developing a num- 
ber of crude ideas into practical working 
successes. In the early seventies Mr. Ser- 
geant met Simon Ingersoll, who had 
worked out drawings for the first Inger- 
soll rock drill, then an untried device. The 
possibilities of this machine attracted Ser- 
geant’s attention, and he contributed much 
to its ultimate development and success, 
and the Ingersoll Drill Co. was formed to 
introduce this machine in the rock-exca- 
vating field. The rock drill was first oper- 
ated by steam, but practical use soon 
demonstrated that it would have increased 
advantage by using compressed air. The 
necessity ,or using compressed air for mine 
and nel work turned Sergeant’s atten- 
tion to improving the design and details 
of air compressors, which the Ingersoll 
Company began to market in connection 
with its drills. Mr. Sergeant then formed 
the partnership of Sergeant & Culling- 
worth, but later sold his interest to the 
Ingersoll Drill Co. and went to Colorado, 
where in the operation of a silver mine he 
invented a new rock drill with an entirely 
novel valve motion. In 1886 he founded 
the Sergeant Drill Co. and began building 
this machine at Bridgeport, Conn. Two 
years later this company was merged with 
the Ingersoll interests and the Ingersoll- 
Sergeant Drill Co. was formed with Mr. 
Sergeant as its first president. Resigning 
shortly afterwards, he spent considerable 
time in London and Paris, but later re- 
turned and became a director in the com- 
pany, with the intention of devoting his 
full time to invention in its interests. 
This work brought out some of his most 
notable inventions, including the Sergeant

“Auxiliary” and “Arc” valves, “Tappett” 
rock drills, the Sergeant “Release Rota- 
tion” for rock drills and the “Piston Inlet 
Valve” for air compressors, all of which 
“re in general use today. The business of 
the company constantly increased and new 
shops were occupied at Easton, Pa., in 
1873, followed by the large additional 
shops at Phillipsburg a decade later and 
the subsequent consolidation of two of the 


foremost and competing companies in their

line into the Ingersoll-Rand Company. |

pany’s affairs. Mr. Sergeant is considered 
to have been a fortunate inventor, in that 
his inventions were so successful in the 
accomplishment of the purposes for which 
they were designed, and his chief charac- 
teristic may be said to have been a certain 
mental alertness, a quickness to see the 
best way to do a thing, or in a way already 
devised to see the little things lacking and 
supply them, thus transforming a device 
of doubtful value into success. 





ORDERED TO BUILD CAUSEWAY. 


Proposed Big Improvement for Gal- 
veston Harbor. 

On February 2 the Railroad Commis- 
sion of Texas issued an order condemning 
the railroad transportation facilities now 
connecting Galveston with the mainland 
and ordering the several railroads to con- 
struct a causeway not less than 140 feet 
wide. 

The order of the commission provides 
that the railways shall furnish plans and 
specifications by May 1 for approval, but 
no date is set for completing the causeway. 
General estimates place the cost of such 
a structure at about $5,000,000. The 
Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe, the Galveston, 
I[arrisburg & San Antonio, the Houston & 
Henderson and the International & Great 
Northern railway companies are affected. 

Galveston citizens are interested in en- 
suring the construction of the proposed 
causeway, and efforts are being made to 
further the project. A conference between 
representatives of the citizens and the 
Santa Fe officials was held last week. It 
developed that the five railway companies 
are prepared to construct increased facili- 
ties for crossing Galveston bay, but that 
these plans do not contemplate a causeway. 
It is understood these plans involve the ex- 
penditure of about $500,000 to build a 
double-track bridge, replacing the present 
single-track structure. The citizens in- 
formed the railway officials that Galveston 
city and county are willing to build a 
causeway and invite the assistance of the 
railways, but the officials of the latter de- 
clined to submit any definite plan toward 
that end. 

The further development of Galveston 
would be greatly assisted by the construc- 
tion of such a causeway. The city is on 
an island separated from the mainland by 
Galveston bay, which has a width of about 
two miles. Most of the water is shallow, 
with the exception of the channel connect- 
ing the bays on the east and west. At 
present one long single-track trestle across 
the bay is being used by the railroads. The 
structure accommodates but one train of 
ears, and if supplanted by a causeway, 
with double tracks for the railways and a 
roadway for vehicles, it is evident that the 
results obtained would greatly enhance the 
trade of the city. Both the city and county 
of Galveston are prepared to co-operate 
with the railway companies in providing 
the causeway, but, as stated above, the 
railway officials do not at present look 
with favor on this. Galveston’s impor- 
tance as a seaport is improving every day, 
its shipments of cotton and grain hav- 
ing played an important part in the aggre- 
gate of shipments from this country during 





recent years. Galveston has so far this 
season received over 2,500,000 bales of 
cotton. During January 20 vessels cleared 
the port with part grain cargoes, the total 
number of bushels being 1,291,421. Of 
this amount, 487,620 bushels were wheat 
and 803,801 bushels were corn. These fig- 
ures do not include Mexican and Cuban 
shipments or exports from subports. Up 
to February 1 the grain exports amounted 
to 8,336,093 bushels of wheat and 2,250,- 
121 bushels of corn. Compared with last 
season, there is an increase of 5 497,770 
bushels of wheat and a decrease of 5,247,- 
959 bushels of corn. 

With the need of a modern structure of 
concrete or steel to connect Galveston with 
the mainland fully realized, it is to be 
hoped that the interests involved will ar- 
range in the near future for providing the 
improved facilities. Doubtless this will be 
eventually done, although at present there 
may be differences of opinions as to meth- 
ods and means between the city, county, 
State and railway officials. 





To Make Ballast Cars. 
| Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. | 
Knoxville, Tenn., February 11. 

The William J. Oliver Manufacturing 
(Co. has just completed an addition to the 
foundry of that plant, and it has just gone 
into blast. The addition doubles the ca- 
pacity of the plant, and, moreover, the 
company will now manufacture ballast 
cars, where heretofore only tools used in 
the construction of railroads have been 
manufactured. The addition was made at 
a cost of $45,000, and the pay-roll, which 
has run from $50,000 to $75,000 per 
month, will run now from $100,000 to 
$150,000 per month. 

Besides the manufacture of ballast cars, 
this company will also manufacture car 
wheels, which is the first time that this 
plant has attempted anything of the sort. 
The addition to the factory makes it one 
of the largest machine shops in the South. 
William J. Oliver, the president of the 
Wm. J. Oliver Manufacturing Co., is the 
man who made the successful bid for the 
Panama Canal contract, and who has since 
organized a construction company for the 
digging of the big canal. Mr. Oliver is 
one of the most enterprising men in the 
South, and the addition to his plant here 
is one of the evidences of his enterprise and 
foresight. 

Another industry of Knoxville which 
has recently been greatly enlarged is the 
Tennessee Mantel Manufacturing Co.. 
which is completing an enlargement of its 
plant which will more than double the ca- 
pacity. The estimated cost of the enlarge- 
ment is $50,000, and this company will 
hereafter be able to turn out mantels of 
any kind, wood being solely used in manu- 
facture. 





Southern Brick Manufacturers. 

The MANUFACTURERS’ ReEcorD has ad- 
vices which should be of interest to South- 
ern brick manufacturers. It is informed 
that the M. W. Kellogg Company of 143 
Liberty street, New York, wants to corre- 
spond with brick manufacturers in the 
South, Alabama or Georgia preferred, rela- 
tive to contracting for the manufacture of 
brick to be used in the construction of 
radial brick chimneys. The Kellogg Com- 
pany makes a specialty of building chim- 
neys, and states that no special machinery 
is required for producing the kind of brick 
it needs. 





The city of New Orleans has definitely 
awarded to R. D. Wood & Co. of Philadel- 
phia the contract pending for a week or 
two for 38,000 tons of cast-iron water 
pipe. The price is $33 for New Orleans 
deliveries during 1907 and $32 for 1908 
deliveries. This is one of the largest, if 
not the largest, contracts for water pipe 
ever let by a municipality at one time.

The story of the development of the 
Texas iron field had its origin prior to 
1S6GO. Some of the more important fea 
tures of the many efforts made in that 
direction will doubtless be of interest to 
readers of the MANUFACTURERS’ RecorD. 

As far back as the days of the Republic 
of Texas it was known that a number of 
counties in East Texas possessed extensive 
iron-ore deposits, though their value was 
little understood at that time. For, as a 
matter of necessity, the energies and tal 
ents of the men who molded the fabric of 
that struggling young Commonwealth had 
graver responsibilities and more impor- 
tant duties than the exploitation of min 
eral wealth. Thus it happened that not 
until Texas had entered the sisterhood of 
States was any attention given the matter. 

The first well-authenticated account of 
an effort to utilize these ores carries the 
record back to some time during the fifties, 
and most probably as late as 1855. Even 
then it was done in such a crude and primi- 
tive manner as to be hardly worthy of 
notice, except so far as it may tend to 
show the quality and great value of these 
ores. 

Handicapped, as have been the pioneers 
of all ages and sections, by a lack of trans 
portation facilities, where everything had 
to be transported long distances over poor 
roads, and, indeed, where roads first had to 
be made, often through dense forest, 
watercourses, bridges, and a lookout always 
kept for wild savages and beasts, before 
merchandise or any necessary article could 
be conveyed to the homes of the settlers, it 
was natural that everything found upon 
the ground should be utilized for their 
benefit. Iron being an article greatly 
needed by the pioneers, they were not long 
in discovering the native ores in the sur 
rounding hills, and, in the absence of any 
better method, the common blacksmith 
forges were used for the purpose of smelt 
ing those ores,and there are today old forg 
ings to be found in East Texas made in 
just that manner, and it is claimed that 
no iron now brought here is superior to it. 

These ores are found in 12 or 15 coun 
ties, and they have an area of approxi- 
mately 10,000 square miles, with Cherokee 
county in the very center, while 5 to 10 
per cent. of this area constitutes the iron 
ore deposits of this section. 

In 1859 what was known as the Hughes 
furnace was begun near Hughes Springs, 
Cass county, and was completed and put 
in blast two years later and operated at 
intervals for about four years. The fur 
nace was built for a daily capacity of 20 
tons, but did not develop more than half 
that output. 

Following this, and up to the vear 1870, 
several small furnaces were erected in dif 
ferent parts of East Texas having daily 
capacities of 5 to 20 tons, but the most 
important of these was the Kellyville fur 
nace, built in 1869 near Jefferson, Texas, 
by Geo. A. Kelly. That one had a rated 
capacity of 10 tons. 

But for lack of necessary operating cap 
ital none of these enterprises were suc 
cessful from a financial standpoint; never- 


t was recognized to be of the 


theless, 
utmost importance that this splendid re- 
source should be developed to an extent 
that would demonstrate to the outside 
business world the great value of these 
ores. Therefore during the year 1875, 
under an act of the Legislature, Governor 
Coke appointed a committee to select loca

erts, was completed and put in blast, and 
some of its products shipped to New Or 
leans, St. Louis, Chieago and other points 
north for the purpose of having its quality 
tested by competent men, the experts in 
variably reported {t a very superior quality 
of iron. 

About that time the new State Capitol 
was in course of construction, and as a 
very large amount of castings would be re 
quired, it was decided to have them made 
out of this native iron at the State's own 
plant, and something over 2,000,000 
pounds were turned out and went into that 
maghificent structure. 

Later on a small pipe foundry was added 
to the iron department at the prison, which 
contained one pit of 15 or 20 tons capacity, 
and the surplus pig was turned into water 
and sewer pipe, which found ready sale at 
highly remunerative prices 

But it soon transpired that with both 
furnace and pipe foundry of such limited 
capacity, and the superintendents, for 
emen, ete., of each being as high-salaried 
men as those of 100-ton plants, it was 
found that the margin of profit was re 
duced to such low figure as to render a 
continuance of doubtful expediency A 
slightly downward tendency of the market 
or some unforeseen accident even might at 
any time cause a heavy deficit Still an 
other difficulty confronting the State was 
the gradual exhaustion of the timber sup 
ply for charcoal purposes, for while this 
is a heavily-timbered section, yet the State 
owned comparatively little of it, and it be 
came evident, especially as owners of tim- 
ber were loth to part with theirs, except 
at exorbitant prices, that it was only a 
question of time when they would be forced 
to shut down permanently or find other 
fuel. 

To meet this contingency and protect the 
State’s interests the Legislature of 1905 
appropriated $150,000 for the purpose of 
remodeling and enlarging both the furnace 
and pipe works. These improvements 
have been completed, and now the State 
has a 100-ton furnace equipped with Whit 
well ovens and every other modern appli 
ance; also a modern pipe foundry having 
three pits, equipped with electric power for 
operating its cranes and having a daily ca- 
pacity of 60 tons. Furthermore, coke has 
heen substitued for charcoal, while the 
quality of both pig-iron and pipe has been 
greatly improved. The run of the furnace 
iverages high in quality, being largely Nos 
1 and 2, while the pipe stangls a test of 300 
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pounds and yields 90 to 95 per cent. per- 
fect stock. That improvement is not the 
only advantage, for it is found there is a 
greater demand for coke iron than for 
charcoal iron, because of its greater scrap 
carrying capacity, and not being able to 
supply more than a small per cent. of the 
demand, it is an easy matter to select the 
cream of trade

vate furnaces, that is, the Tassie Belle in 
New Birmingham and the Star and Cres 
cent, between New Birmingham and Rusk, 
were built, neither of which was intended

Cotton Warehouses. 

[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. ] 

Paris, Texas, February 7. 
A very significant telegram appeared re- 
cently in the Dallas (Texas) News, and it 
is important enough to be reproduced in 
the MANUFACTURERS’ Recorp as follows: 
“After a thorough tour of Texas, Ar- 
kansas and the Territories, Hamden McK. 


| Fulgham, representing the bureau of the 


Census Department at Washington, D. C., 
dealing directly with ginners’ cotton statis- 
is firmly of the opinion that the 
Farmers’ Unions in those States will solve 


the marketing problem of the cotton 
planter. He traversed Texas from the 
Panhandle to Houston. He reached here 
today. 


“In the State of Arkansas alone,” he 
said, “they have already built 60 ware- 
houses, which have a storage capacity of 
120,000 bales. In Texas they have built 
warehouses in the same ratio, and it will 
be possible for the unions in that State to 
hold 500,000 bales in the future if they so 
desire. These unions are building ware- 
houses all over the belt, and many bankers 
and merchants own stock in them. This 
warehouse plan of the unions is the only 
practical one that the cotton producer has 
ever advanced. 

“The Farmers’ Union is much stronger 
in Texas, Arkansas and the Territories 
than the Southern Cotton Association. 
The union represents only white farmers, 
and it is as strong and as enthusiastically 
conducted as any labor union could pos- 
sibly be. The Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion for the most part is looked upon as 


| the association in which the big cotton 


planters are interested. The cotton pro- 
ducer of the South in the near future will 


| control the marketing of his own crop as 


the past few weeks in Clinton county, in | 


lower Kentucky, and in Scott county, in 
upper Kentucky.

Nearly 
20 years ago I outlined in the Dallas News 
a remedy for the then prevailing low prices 
being paid for cotton, showing that by rea- 
son of prevailing conditions the farmers 
were unable to hold their product, and it 
being forced on the market for what it 
would bring, they had no voice in fixing 
the price at which it should be sold. The 
remedy, naturally, to build ware- 
houses, and within the last few years this 
idea seems to have taken a firm hold on 
the Southern people. 

At the late conventions in Birmingham 
and Atlanta the Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion and the Farmers’ Union declared for 


was 


warehouses—standard warehouses for cen- 
tral points and economical ones at the 
smaller shipping points. Nearly 200 ware- 
houses were built in Texas last year, prin- 
cipally by the Farmers’ Union, and not 
one of them was “standard.” Texas and 
the Territories will probably build 1000 
this year, costing from $1500 to $5000. 
The bankers and merchants see the advan- 
tages of the ‘holding plan, and in many

FUTURE OF DENISON. 


Why It Should Become a Great Man- 
ufacturing Point. 


[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record.] 

Denison, Texas, February 4. 
Here is a thriving city of 18,000 inhab- 
itants located in the fertile Red river val- 
ley on an ideal site, where natural drainage 
is furnished and an ample supply of pot- 
able water is had. Denison came into ex- 
istence in 1872, when the Missouri, Kan- 





sas & Texas Railroad was extended into 
Texas, and it is now an operating center 
for that system. Denison is also the north- 
ern terminus for the Houston & Texas 
Central, one of the best roads in the State, 
which has also shops in this city and is a 
valuable feeder for distributing facilities. 
The Texas & Pacific Railroad, another 
great Texas trunk line having divisional 
terminal here, gives competing rates north, 
east, south and west, while the main line 
of the St. Louis & San Francisco passes 
through Denison, penetrating the richest 
area of the Indian Territory on the north 
and giving another outlet to the Gulf 
south, while another important line is in 
prospect. Thus it will be readily seen that 
with all these railroads Denison’s advan- 
tages as a distributing point are at once 
realized, and with a amount and 
variety of raw material at hand factories 
of nearly all kinds should thrive.

The railroad companies are now arrang- 
ing to erect an elegant union depot costing 
$130,000. The Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
is now building a large freight depot at a 
cost of $40,000. An interurban line con- 
necting Denison and Sherman is ancther 
link in the prosperity of this city. 

I wish to cite a few of the potential rea- 
sons why the city of Denison should grow 
apace and develop into a great manufac- 
turing center. 

Fifty miles to the north of the city lies 
the great coal belt of the Indian Territory, 
and almost the entire output of these fa- 
mous mines comes to Denison and is dis- 
tributed over the State by the diverging 
railroad lines. This gives Denison a great 
advantage in securing cheap fuel for manu- 
facturing purposes. 

Denison is far famed as the head of the 
Red river navigation, and cheap freight 
rates are hopes of the near future. The 
Federal Government has spent $100,000 
on the Red river channel and $100,000 
more has just been appropriated. It is be- 
lieved the stream can be made navigable at 
least a good part of each year. 

Just north of the city are located im- 
mense beds of the finest cement material, 
while other valuable clays, shale and sands 
are to be found awaiting the investment 
of capital. Some of the finest fruit lands 
in the State are to be found around Deni- 
son, and much of this land can be had to- 
day at reasonable prices. Denison is des- 
tined to become a great market for fruit 
and truck, and an effort is being made to 
increase the acreage of these products each 
year by providing the best market facili- 
ties for the growers. The United States 
Department of Agriculture, acting in co- 
operation with the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College of Texas, has established 
a demonstration dairy farm near the city 
for the purpose of demonstrating the prac- 
ticability and profit of dairy farming. This 
is the only institution of the kind in the 
United States. 

As a place for manufacturing, as well as 
a place for residence, Denison is all that 
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might be desired. Its elevation is 175 feet 
above the Red river and 800 feet above the 
sea-level. Its hilltops are covered with a 
fine growth of hardwood timber.

Service to Jamestown Exposition. 

The electric railways in Norfolk and 
Portsmouth, Va., as well as in surround- 
ing towns, are making improvements to 
their lines which will require the expendi- 
ture of $700,000 or more in preparation 
for service in connection with the James- 
town Exposition. The Norfolk & Ports- 
mouth Traction Co. has set aside $500,000 
to improve and extend its tracks, overhead 
construction, trestles, bridges, etc., and the 
company is also erecting a large new 
power-house. The Norfolk & Atlantic Ter- 
minal Electric Railroad has ordered 64 new 
cars, and 20 of them will soon be deliv- 
ered; in fact, all the local systems have 
ordered new cars, and they will be oper- 
ated under a headway of two minutes and 
a half to the exposition grounds, where a 
terminal station to be used by all the lines 
will be provided.

Coal in Indian Territory.

1905. In 1905 the official report showed 
an output of 11,900,153 tons, and in 1904 
a production of 11,273,151 tons. At the 
beginning of 1906 it was expected that the 
production for the year would be in excess 
of 12,000,000 tons, but because of a bad 
car supply many of the mines were com- 
pelled to curtail their output, some of them 
losing from one-fourth to one-half time 


during the week.

Three Water-Power-Electrical En- 
terprises. 

The industrial news of any week in the 
South’s progress at the present time would 
be incomplete without mention of one or 
more water-power-electrical enterprises.

The Green River Hydro-Electrie Co., of 
which H. D. Fitch of Bowling Green, Ky., 
is president, has leased (from the United 
States Government) land and _ surplus 
water at Lock 5 on the Green river, where 
a plant will be built to develop about 1000 
kilowatts. This power will be transmitted 
by electricity to Bowling Green, a distance 
of 13 miles. The Kentucky River Hydro- 
Electric Co., of which T. L. Fitch of Louis 
ville, Ky., is president, will develop water- 
power at several dams on the Kentucky 
river. It will transmit this power by elec- 
tricity to manufacturing and other indus- 
trial enterprises at Lexington, Frankfort, 
Paris, Richmond and other points. The 
National Power Co., of which S. H. Elli- 
son, Jr., of Nashville, Tenn., is secretary, 
proposes to utilize the water-power at Lock 
A, on the Cumberland river, and transmit 
the power by electricity to Nashville,

Modern Mill Heating Installation. 


The new Blackstone mill at North Smith 
field, R. I., contains 40,000 spindles, and is a 
structure of three stories, 366 feet long by 
130 feet wide. On the east end is a picker- 
house 100x67 feet in plan, two stories and 
basement high, the latter being used as a 
dustroom. At the west end is a weaveshed 
89x130 feet in plan, composed of one story 
and a full-story basement. The building is 
heated on the indirect sys) nsisting of 
steel-plate fans and heate1 called by the 
B. F. Sturtevant Company, Boston, Mass. 
The heating coils and fans are located near 
center of west basement wall, and the warm 
air is delivered to a number of vertical brick 
distributing flues by a horizontal concrete 
duct running beneath the basement floor 
along the entire course of this wall. The 
heating coils are located practically at the 
center of the duct, which has a cross-sec- 
tional area of 8640 square inches opposite 
the coils. The coils consist of a bank of 
a.out 12,000 feet of one-inch pipe, and the 
air is forced through the system by two 
19%-foot Sturtevant fans, each direct con- 
nected to a 10xl12-inch engine. The typical 
vertical distributing flue starts from the 
basement with a 40x26-inch section, decreas 
ing to a 20x26-inch section on the third floor. 
The openings from these for the supply of 
each floor are 20 inches square in sectional 
area, with the exception of the third-story 
opening, which has 20x24-Inch dampers. The 
bottoms of the damper openings are located 
10 feet above the floor level. Thence the air 
is forced across the entire width of the 
building, a distance of 130 feet, and is thor- 
oughly distributed Perfectly equable tem 
perature is thereby maintained. The slight 
excess of air pressure within the building 
tends to outward leakage
